TREATMENT  OF  A  BALKY

2.  A  teamster  in  Maine  says  he  can 
start  the  worst  balky  horse  by  taking 
him  out  of  the  shafts  and  making  him 
go  round  in  a  circle  till  he  is  giddy, 
If  the  first  dance  of  this  sort  does  not 
cure  him,  a  second  will. 

3.  To  cur  j  a  balfry  horse,  simply 
place  your  hand  over  the  horse’s  noae, 
and  shut  off  his  wind  until  he  wants  to 
go.
